„Im Sherman for years what was his 
most distinguishing characteristic probably 
he would reply it was his ability to make 
friends. Think ‘of the spectacle of more 
than a hundred congressmen and former 
congressmen taking off their coats and in 
this hot weather their shirts to work for the 
advancement of one with whom they hed 
associated. Yet it was done for Jim,“ and 
it was done with a spontaneity and enthusl- 
asm which demonstrated more than anything 
else the high regard in which the New York 
congressman is held by those who have 
served with him. 

The Sherman boom was organized in the 
camp of the alltes, but it would be unfair 
to the vice presidential candidate to say that 
he ie in any sense a reactionary. 


Not a Roosevelt Man. 


He is not a Roosevelt man by any means. 
Many of the president’s pet propositions 
Sherman has opposed quietly, but none the 
less firmly. He has been Speaker Cannon's 
faithful supporter and adviser, and he did all 
he could to advance the speaker's interests 
in New York. His friends say he is a pro- 

ve republican, and they mean by that 
that he is safe and sane. 

In the house of representatives he never 
has appeared as an orator, compelling his 
associates by weight of words to do his bid- 
ding. Rather has he worked in the commit- 
tee room and unostentatiously upon the floor, 
talking personally with members and seeing 
that they voted right... -. 

He belongs to the Big Five of the house— 
Cannon, Tawnéy, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, Dalzell of Pennsylvania, 
Payne of New York, and Sherman. It is 
this coterie of men which has decided in the 
last eight congresses what bills shall be 
passed and what measures shall be allowed 
to slumber upon the files. Mr. Sherman also 
is a member of the rules committee, which 
executes the decisions of the Big Five. He 
is senior member of the committee inter- 
state and foreign commerce, and cha 
the Indian committee. 


Shaper of Hepburn Bill. . 

When the railroad rate fight was under way 
in the last congress Sherman played an im- 
portant part in shaping the measure which, 
under the name of the Hepburn lew, ie on the 
statute books. 

The New York congressman was not dis- 
posed to go as far as the president desired, 
but at the same time he realised the necessity 
of greater government control over ralirpads 
and corporations, and he was anxious there 
should be enactments which should curb 
corporate greed and at the same time should 
do no harm to the business interests of the 
country. 

He knows more about Indian affairs than 
any other man in the house of representa- 
tives, having served continuously upon the 
Indian committee during the entire period of 
hie service in congress. 

He was responsible for the bill for the dis- 
solution of the five civilized tribes, solving a 
problem so troublesome that it had been the 
despair of many able minds. But to point 
out exactly what great measures Sherman 


had fathered is dimcult for the reason that 


he has been identified with practically all the 
legislation that the last eight ew have, 
produced. 


Welcomes All, High or Low. 


The chief characteristic of Sherman, aside 
from his ability to make friends, is his democ- 
racy. No matter where you meet him, wheth- 
er In the company of persons who have no 
special claim to distinction or in that of high 
dignitaries, his greeting always is that of a 
true, sincere friend. He likes to sée you. 
He tella you so and makes you believe him 
by the way he expresses himself. When 
he takes hold of your hand he does not push 
it away from him immediately after the 
squeese is given, but he holds on to if and 
compliments you by making you believe that 
he likes the contact. 

He is uniformly kind and considerate, is a 
good fellow, likes to help along young men, 
and takes particular care of new members 
of the house of representatives. Political- 
ly this is advantageous, but any one who 
knows Mr. Sherman do not believe for an 
instant that in being pleasant to the men 
he meets he is actuated by selfish motives. 
He has a powerful faculty for remembering 
names and faces. 

In addition to these personal characteris- 
tics he has shown himself to be a man of 
broad, comprehensive mind, and his experi- 
ence has enabled him not only to understand 
the detalis of public administration, but also 
to understand and appreciate the legislative 
power of the government and the effect of 
legisiation upon the various industries and 
interests of the people. 


Loyal to Party Politics. 

In the matter of party politics the repub- 
lican party never has had a more industrious 
or @ more loyal executive officer. For many 
years he has been connected with the na- 
tional cOngressional committee: He served 


| as chairman of the executive committee ot 


this committee, and when Representative 
Babcock of Wisconsin resigned two years ago 
and declined to continue as chairman, the 
office was tendered to Mr. Sherman, and the 
president urging him to accept it, he con- 
sented to serve. 

It is declared by his associates that a 
cleaner or more satisfactory campaign was 
never conducted, It was carried on at a time 
when Mr. Sherman was not in good health, 
but he did not permit his physical condition 
to interfere with the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the committee. Moreover, Mr. Sher- 
man found himself handicapped by the preju- 
dice in the public mind against the way in 
which funds had been raised in the past, 
Nevertheless, he impressed business men 
with the honesty and integrity of his purpose, 
and he was able to raise enough money to 
discharge the expenses of his committee. 

Mr. Sherman was on a steamer returning to 
New York at the time of the publication of 
E. H. Harriman's letter in regard to contri- 
butions collected for the conduct of the cam- 
paign of 1904. The public mind was excited 
over the incident and it desired to know the 
connection of the New York congressman 
with the matter. Mr. Sherman received a 
mysterious telegram signed J. O. advising 
him to say nothing. The identity of the 
man who sent the dispatch never has been 
disclosed to the public, though probably Mr. 
Sherman himself had a pretty * . of 
the name of his adviser. 
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SAYS HE IS DISSATISFIED. 


Declares Toilers Will Support Friends 
and Oppose Enemies. 


The opinion of President Samuel Gomperse 
on the injunction plank in the republican 
platform was given out by the labor chief 
last night in advance sheets of an editorial to 
be published in the July number of the Amer- 
ican Federationist, official publication of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The editorial was given in lieu of an offi- 
clal statement of the executive council of the 
federation, which had been in session at the 
Kaiserhof hotel since last Saturday. The 
labor council adjourned sine die last night. 


Mr. Gompers, tholigh extremely cautious in 


his utterances with reference to the repub- 
lican party and Presidential Candidate Taft, 
expressed dissatisfaction with the injunction 
plank adopted by the republican convention, 
He refused, however, to express his senti- 
ments toward Mr. Taft and referred to the 
editorial as giving his views on the subject 
‘of injunctions. 

We stand on our demands,“ said he. The 
plank on the subject of injunctions in the re- 
publican platform is not what we asked for 
nor what we want. That is all I care to say 
at this time.” 

Do you favor the candidacy of Mr. Taft? 
Mr. Gompers was asked. 

“TI have nothing to say on that score,“ said 
he, with a wave of his hand. 

It was rumored among labor men that 
some of the more radical members of the ex- 
ecutive council urged the issuance of a state- 
ment of opposition to the republican party 
and the injunction plank in the platform and 
that the proposition was squelched by Presi- 
dent Gompers, whose more cautious policy 
won the day. Mr. Gompers, however, denied 
there was any such move on foot. 

Views Given in Editorial. 

Following are extracts from Mr. Gompers’ 
editorial: 

“The psychological moment has arrived 
for a total change of governmental! policy 
toward the workers. : 

None can expect that the toilers will 
complacently accept the concept that they 
are a servile class and will submit to treat- 
ment at the hands of society less favorable 
than is accorded to citizens in other walks 
of life. 

To permit such a condition to be per- 
petuated would be the inauguration of a 
servile classe—a condition repugnant to the 
very theory and possible existence of a free 
people, destructive to human liberty, to re- 
publican institutions. 

“There is impending a great campaign—a 
campaign and election for members of con- 
gress as well as the presidency of the United 
States and other executive, legislative, and 
judicial offices. 

No man aspiring to any of these positions 
can evade his responsibility in this crucial 
hour. 

“Men must take their position plainly and 
absolutely and be clear cut upon their at- 
titude toward the demands which labor 
makes for justice and right—not for some in- 
definite time in the future, but now. And 
this, too, regardless of who the men may be, 
to which office they aspire, or to which party 
they owe allegiance. Unless they stand true 
they must not expect anything but what they 
gave and give—persistent and constant op- 
position. ; 

Says Labor Will Oppose Enemies. 

„Property rights must be maintained, but 
prior to and far beyond the rights of prop- 
erty must come the rights of man. 

“The workers, the liberty loving public, 


Will stand faithfully by our friends and elect 


them. They will oppose their enemies and 
defeat them, whether mese aspirants for 
office be candidates for the presidency, for 
congress, or for other offices within the gift 
of the people. 

„The workers have pleaded, appealed, and 
besought the powers responsible, but all in 
vain. Labor will take no fair weather prom- 
ises as a substitute for performances. 

“The itime is ripe, the hour has come, 
the work is imminent, and must be done now. 

„Those who will not recognize human 
rights, human freedom, above the rights of 
property, must go before the hosts of living, 
human, breathing men, who demand their 
fullest rights under the republic of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and Lincoln.”

MEANS ROOSEVELT POLICY. 


Paris, Temps Pays Tribute to Candi- 
date’s Public Service. 


BERLIN, June 19.—The nomination of Sec- 
retary of War Wiliam H. Taft for the presi- 
dency is published in brief form Im the Berlin 
papers this morning. The news came too 
late, however, for editorial comment. Em- 
peror William hae been fully 
through the German at Washing~ 
ton Mr. Taft’s personality and the Ukell- 
hood of his nomination. : 

The news was commented on pleasantly 
in officia) quarters. From the German point 
of view Secretary Taft is regarded as a suit+ 
able statesman to carry out the construction 
of the Panama canal, b, naval, 
far eastern trade, and the other general for- 
eign policies of the present administration. 
Internal controversies are less known and 
get leas attention in Germany. 

The afternoon papers limit their comment 
to sketches of the secretary's political ca- 
reer and to references to his close relations 
to President Roosevelt. They comment. en 
the likelihood of his carrying out, if elected, 
the policies of Mr. Roosevelt, thus giving 
the United States a continuity of policy 
regarding not only domestic affairs, but also 
in the field of America’s relations With other 
pewers. It is pointed out incidentally that 
Germany has a limited interest in the in- 
ternal situation in the United States, 

The Tageblatt, radical, characterizes Sec- 
retary Taft as a man of compromises; the 
National Zeitung, national Nberal, urges the 
secretary, if elected, to push the matter of 
tariff revision, while the Vossische Zeitung, 
radical, says the republican platform is an 
abstract of President Roosevelt's messages 
and speeches and that Mr. Taft may be ex- 
pected, if he wins the election, to carry 
through the task of tariff revision. This 
paper says that nothing like the abandon- 
ment: of the American protective system can 
be looked for. 


Victory for Imperialism? 

PARIS, June 19.—The nomination of Sec- 
retary Taft for the presidency has been re- 
garded by the French press as a foregone 
conclusion and comment on the result at 
Chicago is slow in making ite appearance. 
The Petite Republique considers Mr. Taft's 
nomination as a victory for the spirit of im- 
perialism. 

“The great democracy,” the paper says, 
“after avoiding this spirit for so long ends 
by ceding to it; it is a bad symptom.” 

The Temps says the services rendered by 
Mr. Taft to his country fully justify his 
nomination, and after reviewing his varied 
activity and laying stress upon his success- 
ful conduct of delicate negotiations with the 
vatican and the Japanese government, this 
journal attributes his success to his frank- 
ness and his quiet tenacity. In conclusion 
the paper says: 

“He will make a strong candidate and an 
excellent president.” 


Japan Gratified at Choice. 


TOKIO, June 19.~The nomination of Sec- 
retary Taft for the presidency has been re- 
ceived everywhere in Tokio with expressions 
of gratification because of the personal popu- 
larity of Mr. Taft. 


JOYOUS TAFTS GO TO HOMES. 


Brothers, Son, and Other Relatives of 
Nominee Busy Receiving Congratu- 
lations Before Departure. 


Back to that dear Cincinnati went the Taft 
family last night—lock, stock, and barrel. 
Charles F. Taft, Henry Taft, Mise Louise 
Taft of Cincinnati, Mise Louise Taft of New 
York, Robert Alfonso Taft, son of the nomi- 
nee, and other members of the Taft family 
were in the party which headed for the Buck- 
eye metropolis. After a smail family reunion, 
the New York branch of the family will wend 
ite way to the east, They are planning to 
have William Howard Taft with them the 
greater portion of the campaign. 

Robert Taft came infor even more attention 


during the das than, at. any time during the 


convention. While his father was yet un- 
nominated, there was an element of doubt al- 
ways on hand which kept delegates and 
spectators figuring rather than observing 
personalities. After the shouting was all 
over in the convention's last session, they 
turned to other things, and Robert Taft was 
the observed of all observers. 

He appeared frequently in the crowded 
lobby of the Annex—once with his uncle, 
Charies P. Taft, the other times with young 
men of his own age, fraternity brothers, and 
friends. He is a democratic young fellow and 
was willing to stop and shake hands with any 
one anxious to congratulate him. 

“It's fine,” he repeated dozens of times. 
Thank you, so much, thank you.” 

Miss Louise Taft of New York, the cheer 
leader of the Taft family, also came in for 
some attention during the day. She again 
wore the monster red hat with the monster 
red roses on it—which, with the monster 
American flag and the monster American 
beauties, attracted attention to section 63 
while her uncle was being nominated—and 
went for an automobile spin during the after- 
noon. The whole family were kept busy re- 
ceiving congratulations whenever they ap- 
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the senate. He is probably the best parlia- 
mentarian in either branch of congress, and 
if K had not been for local jealousies in New 
York he would have been elected speaker to 
succeed Tem Reed. 


Sherman is one of the best mixers” in 
public life. He makes a friend of every. man 


who comes anywhere near him. He has a 
broad, good natured face, with a little 
twinkle in his eye, and a emile which is irre- 
sistible. Besides that he is a rattling good 
campaigner, and the country will be treated 
to some good rear platform oratory when he 
gets his working clothes on. 

Moreover, the candidate for the vice presi- 
dency is well versed in the art of practical 
politics: He succeeded Joseph W. Babcock 
of Wisconsin as chairman of the republican 
congressional commiittee, which conducted 
the campaign of 1906, and he made an un- 
qualified success. 

Ends Uncertainty in New York. 


Tt t generally believed that the nomina- 
tion of Representative Sherman will put an 
end to all uncertainty in regard to the elec- 
tion in New York state, assuming that Bryan 
Will be nominated by the democrats at Den- 
ver. Sherman has not been closely identi- 
fied with either wing of the party in his own 
state. He is, however, extremely popular 
with all classes of politicians and his promo- 
tion to a place on the hationai ticket will 
do more to bring harmony among the New 
York republicans than anything else that 
can well be imagined. 

Besides this, the Sherman nomination is, of 
course, a concession to the anti-edministra- 
tion crowd. Mr. Sherman is not a conservative 
in any sense of the word, and yet he has been 
closely associated with Speaker Cannon and 
those who have been called the alles.“ 
There is scarcely a republican member of 
the house of representatives who has not 
been shouting for Sherman from the begin- 
ning of the convention, and it is worth re- 
membering that the first extended public 
notice of him was contained in an interview 
with Congressman McKinley of Illinois, who 
suggested. a week before the convention con- 
vened that Sherman was the best equipped 
man in the country for the position of vice 
president. This sentiment is so general 
among republican congressmen that they are 
certain to go back to their districts and pass 
the word along the line. 


Is an Industrious Campaigner. 

Mr. Sherman himself isnot known national- 
ly, and but few people would recognize him if 
he were to walk the streets of Chicago, St. 
Touts, or Ban Francisco. They will know him 
all right before the election, because he Is an 
industrious campaigner’ and believes in 
hustiing for votes morning, noon, and night. 
He has a good physique and wil! be able to 
stand the strain of a long speaking cam- 
paign without any danger to his health. 

Representative Sherman's successor as 
chairman of the republican congressional 
committee will be Representative Louden- 
slager of New Jersey. It will be necessary 
to call the executive. committee together to 
fill the vacancy, but the New Jersey congress- 
man, who is now secretary of the committee, 
will certainly be designated as chairman, 
having been already decided upon as the 
personal choice of Mr. Sherman himself, 
„ Loudy as he is affectionately called by 
his thousands of friends, was tied down by 
instructions for former Gov. Murphy, but 
he was an active instigator of the Sherman 
movement as far as he could do so without 
disloyalty to bis own state's candidate, 


Coincidence in Graduation. 

It is a coincidence that the candidates for 
the presidency and the vice presidency grad- 
uated from college in the same year. Both 
are of the class of 78. Taft at Yale and Sher- 
man at Hamilton, which, by the way, was 
Also the alma mater of Elihu Reot. These 


Class coincidences seemed to have played a 
good deal of a part in politics recently, and 
the fact seems not to have been printed as 
yet thet Frank H. Hitcheock and Nicholas 
Long worth were graduates of the class of 91 
at Harvard and with them was Joseph Leiter 


ef Chicago. 

When Sherman is elected vice president the 
senate will have a presiding officer of which 
it may well be proud. That antiquated but 
extremely useful body has some curious 
rules of its own. The vice president has ab- 
solutely no power. He has no patronage, 
except a private secretary, appoints no com- 
mittees, and has no vote except in the rare 
event of a tie. He does not decide any dis- 
puted points of order, but submits them all to 
the senate. On ordinary parliamentary ques- 
tions he rules readily, but it is well under- 
stood that in case of the slightest question 
of his ruling the matter is to be submitted to 
the senate and decided witheut any reflection 
upon the presiding officer. 


Fairbanks as Presiding Officer. 


At-the present time possibly the best pre- 
siding officer of the senate in recent history 
has been no less a person than Charles W. 
Fairbanks of Indiana. He has been ex- 
tremely painstaking and intelligent. He has 
mastered the niceties of parliamentary law, 
and more particularly all the rules of the 
senate, which are more intricate and more 
unreasonable than any book of pariiamen- 
tary practice ever published. The present 
vice president, having been a senator be- 
fore he assumed the higher office, was well 
acquainted with all the workings of the 
upper house of congress, and he has steered 
the senate for the last three years with less 
friction than was ever before known in that 
body. At the same time the vice president 
has participated in councils of the senate 
to a greater degree than te ordinarily the 
case with one in his position. Having been 
a senator, he was received on that basis, 
and the natural jealousy which exists against 
every vice president was never manifested 
toward him. 


Queer Rules of the Senate. 

Mr. Sherman, as I have said, is one of the 
best parliamentarians in the United States, 
but he will have to unlearn some of his wis- 
dom when he gets into the senate. That cu-

fecting the status of the main issue at all. A 
motion may be passed and its amendment 
laid on the table indefinitely. Then it might 
be possible under the rules of the senate 
long afterward to take up the amendment 
from the table and pas it. 

But they do almost everything in the sen- 
ate by unanimous consent anyway, and there 
is no man in the country better qualified 
than “Jim” Sherman to secure unanimous 
consent from any body of men. He has a 
face like a cherub and the only blemish on 
his character is a pair of short cut side whis- 
kers, which can best be described as a halt 
portion of lamb chops. With that face beam- 
ing on the senate from the vice president's 
chair it will be hard for any member to ob- 
ject to anything the vice president seems 
to want. It is predicted for “Jim” that 
he will de the most popular vice president: 
ever known in the senate. 

At first, however, the senators and par- 
ticularly some of the older ones will be al- 
most certain to rub it into the honorable 
Jim. There has been a growing capri, By ae 
between the house and the senate, and it has 
been accentuated by Speaker Cannon's hu- 
morous sneers against the upper house of, 
congress. Sherman was one of the best of 
Speaker Cannon’s lieutenants and the senate 
will likely take out on him some of the treat- 
ment they would like to give to the all power- 
ful and wholly unique speaker of the house 
of representatives. 


Will Become Heir Apparent. 

In any event, it will put the presiding om - 
cers of the two branches of congress in much 
better accord than they have been for long 
years. Jim Sherman, now a high private 
in Unele Joe's well drilled regiment, wil) 
after Ahe 4th of March, unless the republicans 
strike a snag, take precedence of his present 
chief. He becomes the heir apparent to the 
throne and the social etiquette of Washing- 
ton recognizes this fact thoroughly. He will 
sweep proudly into dinner ahead of the 


over his shoulder at the chief justice of the 
Supreme court. Cabinet officers and even 
representatives of foreign governments must 
all give way to the jolly moon faced map 
from Utica. 

Sherman is extremely social, although not 
convivial, and if he gives half ae many din- 
ners as Vice President Fairbanks has done 
he will de the ruler of the soctal world in 
Washington.

James Schoolcraft Sherman, representa- 
ve in congress from New York, was named 
Yesterday as William H. Taft's running mate 
on the republic national ticket. 

The national ¢g@nvention, which performed 
this closing act in the morning and then ad- 
journed sine die, might as well have made 
Congressman Sherman’s nomination for vice 
president unanimous on the first *‘paliot. 

When the result was announced it was

HOTEL HOSTS SAY CROWDS 
FELL BELOW EXPECTATIONS, 


Delegates Also Fatled to Spend Money, 
They Allege—Merchants Tell Oppo- 
site Tale. | 


Chicago's hotel men were disappointed in 
the convention crowds, according’ to their 
statements last night. The delegates and 
visitors were fewer in number than was 
expected and they were not given to spending 
much money. the hosts of downtown hos- 
telries declared. They admitted, however, 
that there had been some profit.“ 

The crowd was not so large by 30 per cent 
as we expected.” said Manager Will Shafer 
of the Auditorium hotel. We made ready 
for at least 2.500 persons each day in the two 
heuses, and our largest number was less than 
1,700. Of course, the getting ready calied 
for extra expense. And the visitors were not 
the patrons usually expected. Thousands 
ate at smaller places, lune houses, and res- 
taurants. Our greatest patronage probably 
was from the bar, buffet, and such. The ho- 
tel keepers did not derive a fortune out of the 
convention.“ 

Managers of other hotels upheld this decla- 
ration, and even the employés had a com- 
plaint. Theirs concerned the smaliness of 
the tips which the visitors left behind“ 

A directly opposite view of the situation 
was taken by merchants. They said their 
trade was excellent and estimated that 61.

Tale of Family’s Poverty.

Starving Children and Mother Will

One of the most pitiful cases of destitu- 
tion in the experience of the Chicago bureau 
of charities is to he relieved next week at 
the Tribune's summer hospital at Algonquin. 

For obvious reasons tha names of. the pro- 
spective patients are withheld; Miss Holmes, 
as®istant superintendent of the bureau, tells 
the story as follows: 

A woman—not old—went into the office of 
one of the more prominént merchants in the 
city the other day, told bim her husband 
formerly had been employed in the mer- 
chant's establishment, and asked for relief 
for herself and her. two children. 

‘* She said she didn't know where her hus- 
band Is. 

% haven't even any clothes to my back,’ 
she added, ‘and my children are starving.’ 


Wears Dress of Neighbor. 


“ This is a familiar story, and usually it is 
exaggerated, but ‘when the merchant turned 
the matter over to us and we investigated, 
we found that it was true. The dress which 
the woman wore when she called on the mer- 
chant had been borrowed from a neighbor. 
For Aerself,- she actually hadn’t. a garment. 

“The children, too, weren't simply hungry. 
or tired of bread’and patatoes. They were 
starving, One is a little girl 2 years oid and 
the other a baby 6 weeks old. 

Tou talk of povérty iff a great city. There 
is a great deal of it. But it isn’t often that 
even the organized charities encounter such 
a case of absolute destitution as this. We 
have arranged for the three to go out to Tux 
TRIBUNE hospital on Monday, and that prob- 
ably will save their lives. In the meanwhile 
We are arranging to provide them with some 
clothes and food.“

grounds. The water, which comes from solid 
rock at a depth of 201 feet, has been analyzed 
and declared to be ideal for drinking pur 
poses. There already is an abundant water 
supply at the hospital, coming from springs 
in various parts of the grounds, but on the 
advice of Health Commissioner Evans the 
well has been driven to secure a water supply 
of absolute purity.

It was shown 
that most of the estate had been lost through 
real estate investments. The court held that 
Mr. Laing and his bondsmen were responsi- 
ble, as the necessary consent of the court 


had not been obtained to make the transfers 


for the minor daughter. 
An attempt was made to bring Mr. Laing 
into ‘court by the attorneys representing 


Miss Laing. He refused to come, sending a 


telegram from Toledo, O., where he now re- 
sides, that he would not appear in behalf of 
Mr. Streeter. 

Judge Pinckney inetructed the jury to re- 
turn a verdict for Miss Laing.

Tun Tripune has not discussed the 
details of this traffic, wishing not, to em- 
barrass the prosecution or give warning 
of the thoroughness with which the traffic 
is about to be investigated and punished. 
But the facts revealed by the district at- 
torney’s office relative to its raid of 
Wednesday night disclose to the public 
something of the extent and organization 
of this system. 

The trade in women is international. 
It ramifies throughout Europe and Amer 
ica. It is underground and in defiance of 
law. But it is operating under a thor- 


ough business organization. whose profits 


go in some cases into pockets little sus- 
pected of such gains. 

It is a terrible truth, this importation 
of thousands of unfortunates, and ber- 
tainly the resources of the federal depart- 
ment of justice should be used freely to 
stop it. But there is a far worse aspect 
of the white slave traffic than the trade 
in fallen women. 

Not only are the fallen dealt in like 
merchandise, but there is a systematic 
machinery for keeping up the supply. 

This 1s what perhaps ought to concern 
the social agencies at work on this prob- 
lem. Deliberate, systematized seduction 
is an important part of this traffic. There 
are men and women whose livelihood is 
made by the betrayal of the ignorant and 
the weak. Where young girls are work- 
ing in factorios, stores, and public places 
these purchasing agents are at work. 
They lie in wait for the immigrant 


‘woman who is unprotected, a stranger 


among strangers. They go into the vil- 
lages and small towns with glittering sto- 
ries of the pleasures and opportunities of 
city life, They stop at nothing that guile 
ean invent, and their victims are more 
numerous than now can be estimated. 

Sporadic attempts at checking this traf- 
fi¢ will achieve little or nothing. System 
must be met by systematic means. If 
the main problem cannot be solved save 
by profound changes in economic condi- 
tions, as students of this subject believe, 
at any rate the widespread machinery 
which is calied the white slave traffic 
can be broken up or crippled by intelli- 
gent, persistent, organized effort. 


THE PLAY FESTIVAL. 

The Playground association is one of 
the important organizations of Chicago. 
It aims to meet a fundamental need of 
childhood. It appeals to a sentiment as 
strong as any of those which move the 
hearts and shape the lives of youth of 
both sexes. 

Its annual play festival, to be held 
today in Ogden park, calls attention to an 
effective work which is being done. The 
games of various sorts, the national 
dances, the illustra tions of the child sports 
of the cosmopolitan city which the inter- 
ested observer will note in Ogden park 
today make the spectacular expression of 
a deep seated ‘purpose on the part of 
earnest citizens. 

A year ago 4 crowd of 5,000 people 
watched the several features of a program 
in which 1,500 participants shared. 
Among these spectaters were 200 dele- 
gates from forty cities who had come to 
attend the first national convention of the 
Piayground Association of America. 
What they saw told something of the 
} accomplishments of Chicago in the line 
of small parks and playgrounds. They 
returned to their homes filled with en- 
thusjasm for the common cause. 

But the 1,500 participants comprised the 
minority of an army of 500,000 Chicago 
children. The vast majority in 1907 had 
no place to play except in the streets and 
alleys. They have no better place in 1908. 
The Playground Association of Chicago 
is seeking to better these conditions. Its 
comprehensive program seexe to procure 
the dedication, creation, and equipment of 
public playgrounds and public places and 


I pujidings for bathing, games, sport, reere- 


ation, and rest and to promote the spirit 
of recreation, play, and sport among the 
people of Chicago and their children.

SUMMER IN CHICAGO. 

The man whose pleasure or whose busi- 
ness brings him to or carries him through 
Chicago during the summer seldom knows 
and therefore seldom appreciates the real 
Chicago. And, let it be further confessed, 
he seldom wants to. 

Why? Because he judges Chicago as 
a place of summer residence by the atmos- 
pherie conditions he discovers in the loop 
district. If it happens to be a hot day 
he commends the city to the imps of 
tophet on the temperature of the loop 
and wonders how eny one possibly can 
enjoy living here. Then he sits around 
the lobby of his hotel until his train leaves 
and carries him, perspiring and profane, 
out of town. 

If it is a rainy day he recalls that it also 
rained on a previous visit and decides that 
it always rains in Chicago. And if it 
happens to be a pleasant day he usually 
devotes his time either to walking the 
downtown streets or shuts himself up in 
a theater and continues to wonder what 
Chicagoans possibly can find to do in the 
summer time. 


It is because of this seeming cagelike 


fascination of the loop that comparatively 
few visitors to the city realize the wonder- 
ful attractiveness of suburban Chicago— 
the real Chicago of homes and parks and 
amusement gardens. ‘“‘ One can get away 
from New York and go to Coney Island,” 
declares the blasé traveler headed for the 
east; but there is no place to go in 
Chicago.” 

Isn't there? Why, where New York 
has one Coney Island Chicago has four 
or five, equally bizarre, equally unique, 
equally interesting if not of the same size. 
And where New York is obliged to de- 
pend upon the artificial potted palm na- 
ture provided by roof garden managers 
Chieago has no less than three monster 
parks carved out of the natural wood- 
land, through which the soft summer 
breezes carry the natural odors of field 
and grove. 

Each summer offers a feast of good 
music in and around about Chicago rang- 
ing in quality from the classical programs 
of a great symphony orchestra to the 
amusingly frothy contributions of a half 
dozen famous brass bands, and practically 
all of it is rendered under ideal open air 
conditions. 

When one speaks of Chicago as a sum- 
mer resort it is popularly presumed to be 
a signa) for laughter and to be a thought 
conceived in spirit at once ironical and 
jocose, Yet the demonstrable facts in 
the case prove that this generally ma- 
ligned city of ours is by long odds the 
coolest, liveliest, most interesting, and 
most healthful summer residence metrop- 
olis to be found in the length and breadth 
of the land.

across the wires from London and was wide- 
ly published in this country to the effect that 
King Edward, with a view of pleasing Pres- 
ident Fallieres, who has no distinguishing 
uniform, had decreed that frock coats should 
worn at the official dinner given in his 

nor. Ot course this was a mistake. What 
the king had decreed was " frock dress in 
leu of uniform, and a New York paper, in 
discussing the matter last Sunday, explained 
that “ frock dress meant a handsome gold 
laced court uniform, heavy, uncomfortable, 
and expensive," 

Frock dress, however, is nothing of the 
sort, and the correction thus given was as 
misleading aa the dispatch in the firet place. 
What frock dress means is ordinary evening 
dress coat, with white or black waisteoat 
and tight fitting, black knee breeches, not of 
satin, byt of the same materia! as the coat, 
fastened below the knee, and finished off 
with black silk stockings and patent leather 
pumps with black buckles. 

This costume may be said to have been 
Inaugurated by the late prince consort, and 
was always worn at evening entertainments 
at which the queen and himself were present. 
It was de rigueur at Windsor and at Osborne 
at dinner throughout the late reign, when 
uniform was not worn, and since King Ed- 
ward's accession it is exacted of all men at- 
tending dinners and dances at which the 
king and queen, but more especially the 
queen, are present. It is always worn at 
Buckingham palace and Windsor at dinner, 
and was likewise affected at the court of 
Napoleon III. throughout the last ten or 
twelve years of his reign. Of course it re- 
quires a good pair of calyes. But these can 
be obtained from any up to date fashionable 
hosiery store or tailor, either in London or 
a Paris,

The same paper which undertakes to cor- 
rect the Associated Press dispatch concern- 
ing the frock dress likewise vouchaafes the 
information that after each state ball and 
court at Buckingham palace quantities of 
jewels are found at Buckingham palace 
which remain on-hand, no claim ever being 
made for their return, and indicates that the 
reason for this is that they are gems which 
belong to 8 o have managed to get 
into the palace without having been invited 
and who fear that in the event of their asking 
for their lost jewels they will risk being pub- 
licly gibbeted by the lord chamberlain in 
the Gazette or in the ordinary press as haying 
intruded upon the hospitality of the king 
and queen without having received the ous- 
tomary royal commands.” 

This explanation is misleading. Ever aince 
& number of years ago a New York couple 
managed to secure admission to a court ball 
without having previously been presented 
a most careful watch has been kept, and it 
may safely be asserted that it would be out 
of the question for any one to get in unin- 
vited except with the collusion of some of 
the higher palace officials. 

The latter would never venture upon such 
a thing. For, in the first place, there is so 
much jealousy among them that the matter 
would quickly be brought to the ears of the 
lord steward of the lord chamberlain and of 
the king, while the latter would be just as 
quick to observe the presence of any unbid- 
den guest as he ig to notice the slightest mis- 
take in the uniform, accoytrements, or other 
requisite garb of these commanded.” 

The real reason for lost jewelry not being 
reclaimed is the large quantity of imitation 
gems that are now being worn, and t may 
safely be asserted that nine-tenths, if not 
all, of the jewelry lost at court entertain- 
ments and remaining unreclaimed is paste.

Gen. Count Kuno von Moltke finds himself 
in an extremely awkward position through 
the reversal by the Court of Appeal of the 
judgment pronounced in his favor in the 
sult for libel which he had brought against 
Maximilian Harden, editor and proprietor of 
the Berlin Zukunft. It may be remembered 
that he was compelled by the emperor and by 
his brother offleers to bring proceedings for 
defamation of character againet Harden in 
order to clear himself of the frightful impbt- 
tations contained in Harden's charges 
against him. 

When the lower court decided in his favor 
his sympathizers claimed that he had been 
cleared. Now that this decision has been re- 
versed on appeal he finds himself where he 
was before, and still under the obligation of 
righting himselt in the eyes of the army and 
of the public. 

The emperor has apparently not waited for 
the Court of Appeal to pronounce its verdict. 
For the new imperial army list just issued 
at Berlin shows that Gen, Count Kuno von 
Moltke, who had been compgtied to resign 
his office as commandant of The Berlin gar- 
rison, and as general ajd-de-camp to the 
emperor prior to the first trial has since then 
been removed from the active to the retired 
list of the army—that is to say, placed in 
identically the game position as Gen. Count 
Hohenau until the other day, when Hohenau, 


on the strength of the verdict of a court of 


honor, was cashiered even from the retired 
list of the army by the emperor, deprived of 
the right of wearing a uniform, and of his 
orders of knighthood and decorations,

Count Moltke, who spent the entire winter 
in Egy pt under the name of a Mr. Mar- 
tens,“ so as to avoid unpleasant notoriety 
and attention, cannot possibly permit matters 
to remain as they are now. He has got to 
clear himself not only before a court of honor, 
which will determine whether he 18 worthy 
of continuing to remain on the retired list 
and to retain his title of general and his 
orders of knighthood, but also before a court 
of law, since otherwise he is likely to be 
proceeded against, like Prince Eulenburg, for 
perjury. 

Much doubt is felt as to whether Prince 
Eulenburg’s case will ever come up for trial, 
as his family and relatives are movi ng 
heaven and earth to prove that he has been 
for a number of years past mentally unbal- 


anced and, therefore, not responsible for his 


actions.

The city then had a million inhabitants and 
was the rival of Rome. Now it is a memo- 
rial of @epartei glory. The existing walls 
are, a8 a whole, not more than a thousand 
years old, but parts of Phoenician ate older, 
and two gateways, one of which is still used, 
were old when Rome was founded. The 
eathedral, small but one of the most beautiful 
in Spain, is built where the Roman citadel! 
was, and one of the cloister wails was a wal! 
of the citadel, Two hundred and seventy 


‘marble columns in the cloisters came from 


the ruined temple of Jupiter, others from 
temples to Atsouleapiue, Venus, and othe 
gods, The citadel is about 800 feet above th 
des and from the cathedra) tower a fine 
prospect unfolds on every side.

In one direction was the sea, with little 
merchantmen or little fishing boats; in an- 
other direction were the mountains of Reus, 
with a luxuriant valley intervening, or low 
hills crowned with ruined castles, At my 
feet was a Roman aqueduct and with my 
giase I made out what later I was to see 
nearer, the tomb of the Scipios. 

The father and uncle of Scipio Africanus 
Major were killed while fighting in Spain, and 
tradition asserts this massive tomb to be 
theirs. It is three miles from the present 
shrunken city, and whether it is the Sciplos’ 
tomb or not we cannot tell, for, as if in 
mockery, the winds and rain have spared 
only one word of the inscription, per- 
petuo.’’ To the. perpetual memory of some 
one, but of whom? If, indeed, tradition be 
true, then we can realize the truth of Web- 
ters saying at the laying of the corner 
stone of Bunker Hilt monument, that no mass 
of stone can keep alive the memory of an 
event not graven on the hearts of the people. 
Not far from here is a well preserved Roman 
arch of brick, put up ip Pliny’s time, and in 
another direction is a portion of another 
Roman aqueduct 876 feet long and 83 feet 


in the old portion of the

Three Roman tow- 
era still exist. Of palaces of August 
the upper portion ia , and it bears the 
name of Pilate’s House, from Pontius Pilate, 
gaid by tradition to have lived here ones.

But in analyzing his subject, 
psychologically and morally, Mr. Gould ts 
more than inconsistent—he is almost absurd. 
He denies the author he writes of any cre- 
ative power, Insists upon his echolike mii. 
reiterates his chameleon nature, counte it a 
fault thet all his material was found for 
him. If this be accepted as canonical criti- 
cism then is Hearn but one of the greatest 
company of writers who have found their 
material. Hearn did with his material 
exactly what all genuine artists do—re- 
constructed it anew, gave form and color to 
that which had -been so long found it was 
thought to be dead. This . resuscitative, 
recreative power is genius, and it is only nee- 
essary to quote Mr. Gould’s words 
to show that he unwittingly is a wit- 
ness in Hearn’s behalf: For his alone was 
the palette of the painter of the aftergiow of 
earth's last sunset. And his unique miracle 
of clothing with the hues of a hopeless rain- 
bow the faint reverberations of belle far 
sunk in the wreck and wrach of ruined cen- 
turies, or reintoning the prayers of Nirvana 
entering souls, of remoaning dear ancient 
and expiring griefs, of seeing with shut eyes 
the sad smiles of never answered loves and 
never-meeting lovers.” 

In treating Hearn as a moral degeneraté 
because of his love for the horrible, Mr. Gould 
is equally ineonsistent. Hawthorne, Ste- 
venson, Poe, not to mention even the Eliz- 
abethan dramatists, found artistic material 
in unlovely subjects. Moreover, Hearn’s re- 
sponse to the gentler things of life refutes 
the charge of soullessness whith Mr. Gould 
brings against him. His love for children, 
for nature, for all things beautiful as re- 
vealed in his writings on Japan prove him 
deeply responsive to the higher things of life. 
Moreover, Mr. 


physical defect is responsible for the delica- 
ey of Hearn’s prose poems, of his word pic- 
tures which have such sinuous grace that 
even Stevenson's overwrought phrase pro- 
duces but a blunt brush effect in comparison; 
then was Hearn’s myopia no hindrance to 
an inner vision which, as Mr. Gould beauti- 
fully says, was compelled to rest satisfied 
with the world of distance and reality, 
transported by the magic carpet to the door 
of his imagination and fancy. Therein a 
flash it was meited to a formless spirit, re- 
combined to soul, and given the semblance 
of a thin reincarnation, fashioned, refash- 
ioned, colored, recolored.

Thus, without intending it, has Mr. Gould 
given us a book to be read as glorifying 
Lafcadio Hearn, the artist, and stultifying 
himeelf as a critic.

The first step in their creed, if it may be so 
called, is the acknowledgment of the exist- 
ence of the subconscious mind, of the part 
it plays in our dally life, and its physiological 
action. “The most tmportant fact which 
has yet been discovered in regaré to the | 
subconscious mind is that it is suggestibie."’ 
It is upon this element of suggestibility that 
the workers depend for their cures. Yet 
they “avoid all fetiches and material ad- 
juncts as means of suggestion, and rely only 
upon moral, spiritual, and rational means.” 

One interesting chapter deals with auto- 
suggestion, which, stated tn other words, is 
one’s training of his will. A few practical 
hints for obtaining facility and good results 
from auto-suggestion are given, the most 
important being that it must be persistent 
and systematic. 

Other chapters consider the functional neu- 
roses, thé causes of fervousness, the nervous 
system in health and disease, the nature of 
hypnotism and its therapeutic value, the 
general principles of psycho-therapy. An 
important chapter deals with psychic and 
motor reéducation, and in a few closing chap- 
ters are considered the therapeutic value of 
prayer and faith, with a glance at the re- 
puted healing miracles of Christ. 

The force of these last few chapters will 
depend largely upon the reader's previous 
training and habits of thought, but the 
earlier part of the book, with its direct ap-
